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1 . MILITARY ACTIVITY DECLINED SOMEWHAT THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRY, 
ALTHOUGH SPORADIC WIDELY- SCATTERED ACTION CONTINUES. ESPECIALLY 
HEAVY CONTACT WAS REPORTED FROM QUANG NAM, KONTUM, AND IN THE 
DELTA. ON THE POSITIVE SIDE, IT IS NOTEWORTHY THAT NORTHERN MR 1 
CONTINUED EXCEPTIONALLY QUIET FOR THE EIFTH CONSECUTIVE DAY. 

2. SECOND INCIDENT WITHIN 24 HOURS OF FIREING UPON ICCS CHOPPER 

HAS GREATLY DISTURBED CHIP DELS. INCIDENT REPORTEDLY OCCURRED JUNE 
18 IN PLEIKU PROVINCE; THERE WERE NO HITS AND NO INJURIES. 

POLGARIANS ARE STILL BALKING AT HONG NGU DEPLOYMENT. 

3. GVN IS PREPARING ELABORATE JUNE 19 CELEBRATION OF ARMED FORCES' 
DAY, IN EFEORT TO BOLSTER SERVICE MORALE AND REMIND POPULACE OE 
CONTINUING KEY ROLE OF RVNAF. PRESIDENTIAL SECRETARY NHA ASSURED 
OFEICER CADETS JUNE 16 THAT DESPITE PRESS SPECULATION TO THE 
CONTRARY, 

GVN WILL NOT DEMOBILIZE ITS 1,100,000- MAN FORCE UNTIL THE NVA WITH- 
DRAWS. 

4. SAIGON PRESS CONTINUES TO GIVE TOP BILLING TO ACCOUNTS OF 
CONTINUED EIGHTING AND COMMUNIST PERFIDY. WIDE COVERAGE IS ALSO 
AFEORDED JUNE 15 TV- INTERVIEW REMARKS BY LEADING GVN OEFICIALS LAM, 
NHA, AND THU AN REASSERTING FAIRLY TOUGH GVN LINE ON NEGOTIATIONS. 

5. CHIEF RVN DEL TO PARIS BILATERALS, DEP PRIME MINISTER NGUYEN 
LUU VIEN, RETURNED TO SAIGON JUNE 17 FOR CONSULTATIONS. 

6. TPJMC MET JUNE 18 BUT FAILED TO DISCUSS AGENDA ITEM ON CONTACT 
BETWEEN OPPOSING COMMANDERS AND NO ACCORD WAS REACHED ON OTHER 
MAJOR ISSUES. 

7. THE GVN HAS ACCUSED THE COMMUNISTS OF 289 VIOLATIONS OF CEASEFIRE

PART I - INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION EOR CONTROL AND SUPERVISION ( ICCS) 

1. DESPITE PREVIOUS ASSURANCES, HUNGDEL/ POLDEL REEUSED TO DEPLOY TO 
CONEIDENTIAL 
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HONG NGU JUNE 18 CLAIMING TWO ARVN ARTILLERY PIECES LOCATED NEAR 
ICCS COMPOUND CREATED AN INSECURE SITUATION. ( WE UNDERSTAND FROM X 
CANDEL SOURCES THAT THE ARTILLERY IN QUESTION HAS BEEN EIRING OF 
LATE). INDODEL REPS ALSO DID NOT DEPLOY DUE TO LACK OF APPROVAL 
FROM SAIGON. THIS LEAVES ONLY CANDEL IN HONG NGU AT PRESENT. 

2. WE HAVE RECEIVED FURTHER CLARIFICATION RE JUNE 17 AN LOC HELI- 
COPTER INCIDENT ( SEE SAIGON 10869 NOTAL.) ICCS CHOPPERS WERE 
FLYING OVER ROAD AT 500 FEET WHEN THEY RECEIVED FIRE FROM TWO 
LOCATIONS 1.5 KILOMETERS APART AND NOT RPT NOT 15 KILOMETERS APART 
AS REPORTED SAIGON 10869. HELICOPTERS HAD JUST PASSED OVER PRG 
LINE OF CONTROL AT APPROXIMATELY 1300. PRG HAS PROVIDED WRITTEN 
SECURITY GUARANTEES FOR RETURN OE CHOPPERS EROM AN LOC BUT ICCS 
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IS NOW NEGOTIATING FOR A THIRD HELICOPTER TO BRING IN FRESH CREWS 
BEFORE ORIGINAL TWO HELICOPTERS ARE FLOWN OUT , POSSIBLY ON JUNE 
19. INITIAL REACTION OF PRG TOWARD THE INCIDENT WAS TO BLAME 
ARVN UNITS FOR FIRING AT ICCS HELICOPTERS " IN ORDER TO DISCREDIT 
PRG". 

3. CANDEL OPERATIONS CENTER HAS ALSO RECEIVED ANOTHER REPORT OF ICCS 
HELICOPTER RECEIVING SEVERAL ROUNDS OF SMALL ARMS FIRE WHILE ON 
REGULAR RESUPPLY RUN 17 KILOMETERS S/ SE OF PLEIKU AT APPROXIMATELY 
0910 ON JUNE 18. CHOPPER WAS REPORTEDLY NOT STRUCK AND CONTINUED 
ON. COMMENT: SECOND SUCH INCIDENT IN LESS THAN 24 HOURS HAS CHIP 
DELS GREATLY DISTURBED.

OFFICIAL VIETNAM PRESS ANNOUNCED PM JUNE 18 THAT THE CHIEF RVN 
DELEGATE TO THE LA CELL- ST. CLOUD BILATERALS DISCUSSIONS, DEPUTY 
PRIME MINISTER NGUYEN LUU VIEN, RETURNED TO SAIGON JUNE 1 FOR

OFFICIAL VIETNAM PRESS HAS HIGHLIGHTED FOLLOWING STATEMENTS MADE IN 
JUNE 15 TV INTERVIEW OF FOREIGN MINISTER LAM, COMMISSIONER GENERAL 
OF INFORMATION NHA, AND GVN CHIEF DELEGATE TO TPJMC LTGEN THUAN; ALL 
NATIONAL LOWS MUST BE CARRIED OUT UNTIL GENERAL ELECTIONS ARE 
ORGANIZED, THEREFORE THERE CANNOT YET BE ANY FREE MOVEMENT BETWEEN 
GVN AND VC- CONTROLLED ZONES ( NHA); THE NLF WILL DISAPPEAR AFTER 
GENERAL ELECTIONS AS IT WILL NO LONGER HAVE ANY REASON TO EXIST 
( NHA); 

THE COMMUNISTS WILL LOSE GENERAL ELECTIONS AS THEY CANNOT RECEIVE 
MORE THAN A MILLION VOTES FROM POPULATION PRESENTLY IN PRG TERRITORY 
AND PEOPLE TO BE MOVED IN FROM NORTH VIETNAM WHILE GVN WILL GET 
SEVEN MILLION VOTES ( NHA); THE GVN WILL TRY TO ABIDE BY TERMS OF

ALWAYS IDENTICAL, AND NEGOTIATIONS ON RECENT COMMUNIQUE EVIDENTLY 
PROTRACTED, US AND RVN ARE STILL WORKING CLOSELY TOGETHER ( LAM).

1. JUNE 19, " ARMED FORCES DAY", HAS BEEN DECLARED A NATIONAL 
HOLIDAY AND PREPARATIONS HAVE BEEN MADE FOR AN ELABORATE DAY OF 
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CEREMONIES AND PARADES IN SAIGON. BANNERS HAVE APPEARED HAILING 
THE " VICTORIOUS" ARMED EORCES AS THE BEST GUARANTOR OF PEACE EOR 
SVN. LARGE AREAS OE THE CITY WILL BE BLOCKED OEE FOR A LARGE 
MILITARY PARADE IN THE AM, EOLLOWED BY A EVENING PROCESSION OF 
FLOATS AND LION DANCERS STAGED BY VARIOUS " DEEENSE OE THE REAR" 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS AND MILITARY CADETS. THERE IS CONSIDERABLE 
SPECULATION THAT THE GVN IS MAKING MUCH OF THIS YEAR' S ARMED FORCES 
DAY IN 

ORDER TO BOOST SERVICE MORALE AND REMIND THE PEOPLE OE THE CON- 
TINUING KEY ROLE WHICH THE ARMED EORCES ARE TO PLAY IN THE FUTURE 
OE SVN. 

2. IN THIS CONNECTION, PRESIDENTIAL PRIVATE SECRETARY AND 
COMMISSIONER EOR NATIONAL INFORMATION HOANG DUC NHA ACCORDING 
TO PRESS REPORTS ADDRESSED THE CADET CORPS AT THE THU DUC OFEICER 
TRAINING ACADEMY JUNE 16. HE TOLD THEM THAT PRESS SPECULATION TO 
THE CONTRATY, ANY MASSIVE RVNAE DEMOBILIZATION CANNOT OCCUR

II WAS SUPPOSED TO HAVE GONE INTO EEEECT. EROM THEN THROUGH 0600 
JUNE 18 , THE GVN CLAIMS 159 ENEMY KIA AND ONE CAPTURED, WHILE 
ACKNOWLEDGING 60 GVN KIA, 228 WIA, AND 68 MIA. THE GVN ALSO ACCUSES 
THE COMMUNISTS OE HAVING KILLED 18 CIVILIANS, WOUNDED 34, 

AND ABDUCTED 6 SINCE CEASEEIRE II WENT INTO EEEECT. VIETNAM PRESS 
PM JUNE 18 ALSO INTRODUCED A NEW DOCUMENTARY EEATURE: A COMPREHEN- 
SIVE LISTING BY DATE AND PLACE OF ALLEGED ENEMY " ACTS OE TERROR" 

( AS OPPOSED TO MILITARY VIOLATIONS), DETAILING 45 SUCH ACTS

1. LEVEL OF ACTIVITY HAS DROPPED: REPORTED CEASEEIRE VIOLATIONS 
WERE CUT IN HALE TO 14 , MADE UP OF 2 GROUND ATTACKS AND 10 ABES 
(726 MORTAR ROUNDS) AND 2 HARASSMENTS. EOUR ENGAGEMENTS WERE 
REFEECTED. EOR THE EIETH STRAIGHT DAY NO MAJOR INCIDENTS WERE 
REPORTED NORTH OE THE HAI VAN PASS AND EOR THE SECOND DAY THEREWAS 
NO FRIENDLY ARTILLERY FIRE REPORTED FROM THAT AREA. MAJOR ACTIVITY 
REMAINS IN THE VICINITY OF THE 78 TH RANGER BN IN QUANG NAM PROVINCE. 
REGION- WIDE CASUALTIES WERE: FRIENDLY 6 KIA, 1 MIA, 32 WIA; ENEMY 

6 KIA. 

2. 78 TH RANGER BN REMAINS UNDER HEAVY PRESSURE. I CORPS G-2 
REPORTS THAT ENEMY UNITS ARE THE 10 TH SAPPER BN, 71 1 NVA DIVISION 
AND ELEMENTS OF THE DIVISION' S HEAVY WEAPONS BN. AT 0800 JUNE 17, 

TWO SLICKS AND 2 GUNSHIPS WERE FIRED ON WHILE ATTEMPTING TO PERFORM 
MEDEVAC FOR AN ELEMENT OE THE 78 TH. ONE GUNSHIP WAS SHOT DOWN. FROM 
1000 TO 2200 HOURS JUNE 17 WRD CO 78 TH RANGERS CAME UNDER HEAVY 
ATTACK INCLUDING 500 MORTAR ROUNDS, FORCING IT TO WITHDRAW NORTH 
FROM ITS BASE. THIS UNIT WAS OUT OF CONTACT AS OF 0600 JUNE 18. 

3. FOLLOWING MR 1 MORNING BRIEFING, CHIEF OF STAFF GAVE ACTING 
PRINCIPAL OFFICER ADDITIONAL INFORMATION REGARDING ARVN IMPLEMENTA- 
TION OF ARTICLE 6 OF JUNE 13 COMMUNIQUE. JUNE 17 HE HAD SAID THAT 
CORPS COMMANDER WAS ONEY ONE AUTHORIZED TO MAKE CONTACT WITH PRG. 
TODAY HE SAID DECISIONS ON WHO WOULD MAKE CONTACTS RESTS WITH GVN 
DEL TO TPJMC AND NO ONE AUTHORIZED TO MAKE CONTACT WITHOUT PRIOR 
APPROVAL OF SAIGON. 

MR-1 G-2 REPORTS THAT VC HQTS IN QUANG TIN PROVINCE HAS INFORMED 
SUBORDINATE UNITS OF LIKELIHOOD THAT JMCHELICOPTERS WILL BE FLYING 
TO TRA MY BETWEEN NOW AND JUNE 22. UNITS WERE ORDERED NOT TO FIRE 
ON THOSE CHOPPERS OR OTHERWISE INTERFERE WITH THEIR LANDING AT TRA 
MY. MR-1 G-2 LATER DISCUSSED ITEM WITH ACTING PRINCIPAL OFFICER, 
SUGGESTING THAT THIS MIGHT SIGNAL PRG INTENT TO PROVIDE ITS DELE- 
GATION TO ICCS REGION II TPJMC WITH A PICK- UP POINT AT TRA MY. 

5. THE ICCS TEAM FROM CHU LAI WAS SCHEDULED TO VISIT QUANG NGAI 
JUNE 17 TO INVESTIGATE THE JUNE 14 MINING OF A LAMBRETTA ON THE 
BINH SON- TRA BONG ROAD. ONE CIVILIAN WAS KILLED AND TWO WOUNDED 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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IN THE INCIDENT, WHICH TOOK PLACE THE DAY AFTER SECTOR TRUCKS HAD 
RUN A SUCCESSFUL RESUPPLY CONVOY TO TRA BONG. CANDELS AND INDO- 
DELS CONDUCTED AN " OBSERVATION ' AT THE SITE EARLIER IN THE WEEK.

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4. A MEMBER OF THE CANDEL HAS INDICATED THAT HE FELT THERE IS A 
POSSIBILITY THAT THE CANADIANS MIGHT STAY ON BEYOND JULY 31 UNDER 
CERTAIN CONDITIONS. MAJOR RATCLIFF SAID AT A RECEPTION JUNE 16 
THAT HE BELIEVES CANADA MIGHT STILL BE WILLING TO STAY ON THE ICCS 
IF THE GVN AND PRG CAN PROMPTLY AGREE TO ELECTION MACHINERY, NOT

1. MR3 G-2 REPORTS LIGHT MILITARY ACTIVITY DURING 24 HOURSENDING 
0800 JUNE 18. FIFTEEN INCIDENTS WERE REPORTED - FOUR LIGHT HARASS- 
ING ABF, SEVEN GROUND CONTACTS, ONE GROUND- AIR INCIDENT, AND 
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THREE MININGS. CASUALTIES REPORTED WERE NO RVNAE KILLED AND EIGHT

2. FOR OF SEVEN GROUND CONTACTS TOOK PLACE IN DAT DO AND DUC

MINES IN LONG KHANH, TAY NINH, BIEN HOA, AND LONG AN. 

3. RUMORS ABOUND IN TRANG BANG AND CU CHI DISTRICTS, HAU NGHIA, 

THAT VC TROOPS WILL ATTACK LOCAL TERRITORIAL FORCE UNITS ON ARMED 
FORCES DAY JUNE 19. FAMILIES IN THE AREA RECEIVED LEAFLET WARNINGS NOT 
TO DISPLAY THE GVNS FLAG ON JUNE 19. 

4. TWO ICCS HELICOPTERS WERE FIRED BY AK-47 12 KM N OF LAI KHE OVER 
PRG- CONTROLLED PORTION OF NATIONAL HIGHWAY 13 AROUND 1300 JUNE 
17 WHILE ON RESUPPLYMISSION TO THE AN LOC TEAM SITE. HUNGDEL AND 
CANDEL REGION V CHIEFS WERE AMONG THOSE ON BOARD. ONE HELICOPTER 
TOOK ONE ROUND THROUGH FUSELAGE. BOTH HELICOPTERS PROCEEDED TO AN 
LOC, WHERE THEY WILL REMAIN UNTIL ICCS OBTAINS BETTER SECURITY 
GUARANTEES FOR THEI RETURN. ( REF: SAIGON 10869). 

5. BECAUSE OF THIS INCIDENT, RECONNAISSANCE OF XA MAT, SCHEDULED 
FOR TODAY, HAS BEEN POSTPONED. A CANDEL MEMBER TOLD CONSUL THAT 
INDONESIANS DONOT WANT TO MOVEINTO XA MAT, WHILE CANADIANS ARE 
UNENTHUSIASTIC BUT WILL GO IF POLGARIANS DO, IN ORDER TO MAINTAIN 
PERFECT RECORD OFHAVING TRIED TO MAKE ICCS WORK. FOR THS REASON, 
CANDELS PLAN ALSO TO MOVE INTO DUC CO. CANADIANS REPORT POLGARIANS 
AS EXTREMELY EAGER TO MOVE INTO XA MAT, WHICH REPORTEDLY IS NOW
